As stated by us on Wednezday, Robert Ham-
ilton, who was charged with complicity in the
assagsination of Detective Brooks, was surren-
dered Ly his bail, Stewart Maloney.

Yesterday Detective Lawrence took Hamilton
into court, and dropped him down at o seat in
tront of the dock.

District Attorney Sheppard ]m[\m wening to sce
the little arrangement, called Mr. Detective
Lowrence and required him-to make return to
the Court in an otficlal maoner as to why he was
bringing Hamilton around the court-house,

Detective Lawrence now brought Hamilton to
the bar of the ecourt and handed up the bail-

iece in which he was authorized by Stewart

{nloney to take the body of Hamilton.

Judge Ludlow—Has o bill Leen found against

Distriet Attorney Sheppard—Not vet, sir.

Judge Ludlow—He is charged with being one
of the men in the Brooks case, 1 heliever
